Abraham  Lincoln  made  an  appearance  in  the  rather  unlikely 
spot  of  Voorhaut,  Holland,  during  a  recent  blossom  festival. 

A  story-high  mosaic  of  freshly  cut  hyacinths  in  Lincoln's 
likeness  was  constructed  by  C.  Colyn  &  Sons,  a  bulb  exporter. 

It  created  a  considerable  stir  among  American  tourists  and 
servicemen  at  the  festival.
